Louisville, Ky., July 29. - Repre- 
sentative King Swope, of Kentucky 
chairman of the house subcommit- 
tee which recently completed an 
investigation of Japanese immigra- 
tion to Pacific and’coast states, de- 
clared in a statement issued here 
today that this country “has reach- 
ed a point where we should not 
permit and unassimilable race to 


other states.” He said the privi-

their ability and desire to become 

real, loyal, patriotic Americans. 

The subcommittee will report to 
the house committee when congress 
assembles in December. Mr. Swope 
declined to say what recommenda- 
tions will be made. 

“It is rather difficult for the peo- 
ple of the east and south to fully 
appreciate the Japanese immigra- 
tion question and its effect upon 
the Pacific coast,” said Mr. Swope. 
“When we realize that. about 100,- 
000 of the approximately 150,000 
Japanese in this country live in Cal- 
ifornia, we can readily see why the 
Californians view with great alarm 
a continued Japanese immigration.”

Washington, July 29.—Chief Jus- 
tice McCoy, of the District of Co- 
lumbia supreme court, today dis- 
missed the petition for mandamus 
to compel Secretary of State Colby 
to promulgate the eédngressional 
peace resolution vetoed by Presi- 
dent Wilson and declare the egg 
States at peace with Germany an 
Austria. Harry S. McCartney, an 
attorney of Chicago, who filed the 
petition, noted an appeal to the 
District court of appeals and also 
announced his intention of seek- 
ing a writ of certiorari from the 
United States supreme ‘court to 
transfer the case to that tribunal 
without waiting for the action of 
the District appellate’ tribunal. 

aiving the point of absence of 
formal demand, as pointed out by 
the court, government attorneys 
called attention of the court to the 
section of the revised statutes of 
the United States, in which is set 
forth the power of the secretary 
of state over the lawe as passed by 
congress. The attorneys. assesrted 
that the Secretary may declare as 
laws only such acts of congress as 
had received the approval of the 
president or had been sent to the 
secretary by the president of the 
senate or the speaker of the house, 
depending on which body was the 
last to pass the act over the veto. 
As the peace resolution; after be- 
ing vetoed by President Wilson. 
failed for re-enactment in the 
house, the gcvernment contended 
the peace resolution never reached 
Mr. Colby, and a mandamus to com- 
pel him to promulgate something 
which he has never received would 
be vain and useless. ,
